You: will have read in the papers 
jjkt the Canadian troops have left 



An Address By 

COMMSSIONER RICHARDS 

To The Toronto Young People's Workers 



The Field Officer and Young 
People's Sergeant-Major are re- 
sponsible for selecting Young 
People to serve as Company Guards. 
It is a great blunder to think wc 
must have some lovable old veteran 
or other to come from the Seniors 
down to tbe Juniors to teach them. 
We are, of course, delighted to have 
any, no matter what their age, 
whose beans arc in this work, if 
they have got inspiration and a Call, 
give them work to do. But it is a 
mistake to think that only old people 
arc suitable for the Young People's 
Work. 

I have seen 35(1 Officers sitting in a 
gallery looking down on an infifnt 
class, while a boy lifleen years' old 
held them so enthralled that they 
were speechless with admiration oi 
his blackboard, sand tray, and pic~ 
tures. 'It was his regular Sunday 
afternoon Company of children. He 
told the Scripture story for the day. 
worked it out on the blackboard and 
sand tray, and when he had finished, 
the Delegates who had looked on 
brol» out into thunderous applause. 
That was what he was trained 10 do 
every Sunday. My wife led that boy 
to the Penitent Form. I saw him get 
converted. Wc mei him next time 
In a lawyer's office as a junior clerk. 
He went on for about six months, 
then I asked him what he was going 
to do. 

"I am going to be a Salvation 
Army Oliictr." he said. 

"Any relation of your's convert- 
ed?" I asked. 

"No !" 

"Anv relation of your's come to 
The. Army?" 

"No !" 

He was a clean, well-cducalcd, 
smart boy, I saw a girl do the 
same thing. They had been trained 
to do it, and this is our business, to 
train boys and girts as Company 
Guards and other workers, Let them 
come in and we shall soon have 
enough to do out work. 

I have been looking up and down 
this country, and I sec certain girl;; 
and boys who arc absolutely left out. 
They go to the meetings, and all 
that sort of thing, and yet never get 
tbe chance to hecome efficient lead- 
ers. I ain going to explain to you 
the phases of our Junior Work, as it 
is to be, from the beginning right up. 

Wc will begin at the Cradle Roll— 
at llic birth of the child. The value 
of this Cradle Roll is wonderful. 
The more I go about and move 
amongst the higher officials of Ihe 
Church, tbe more I can sec they arc 
now absolutely putting tbeir eggs 
into the Young People's basket. 
That is a phrase I used when I came 
here first. 



I was greatly struck by a little 
incident that came under my notice 
recently. I went to a very fine church 
and asked for Ihe vestry. "Oh," said 
the lady, "there is no vestry now. 
The minister had this room for a 
study and vestry fa fine room it was), 
but he saw the need of a boy's Bible 
class, and so he has given it up for 
that purpose." 

I don't think there is an individual 
of any rank right down to the young- 
est Company Guard here, who docs 
not sec ihc value of the Cradle Roll 
to the Juniors' Work. But I am 
not so sure that we arc doing all 
that we might do in the matter, and 
mv contention is wo have got to 
pull up. The Cradle Roll is, first, 
totnakc a link between the hnmc 
and the Corps; second, to establish 
closer relationship between the home 
and the Corps through the baby. 

Xow, the recruiting ground for 
our Junior operations is the Cradle 
Roll — the baby. The recruiting 
ground for our Senior Work is our 
Junior Work. Simple, isn't it? Chil- 
dren in the cradle looked after, and 
then put on the roll of the Senior 
Corps at the proper time. Now. this 
gives ihc three-fold principle ofhelp 
—the Bahy, the Home, the Corps. 

The baby is helped by the love wc 
show it, and the home will be bene- 
fited by "the interest taken in the 
baby. I never found it to fail. I was 
billeted this week with a lady with 
whom I stayed months ago. There 
was no baby there then, but on this 
occasion I had not been in the house 
two minutes before she told me of 
the [ittlc new-comer. "Bring it 
down!" I said. "I must sec it this 
very moment." The b.\by was 
brought down all asleep to show nic 
its beauty, and I admired it, kissed 
it two or three times— and woke 
it up. 

I want to impress upon you this 
thing: The Corps, by enlisting the 
interests. of the Young ' People in 
their little ones, increases onr own 
numbers. It works out this way: 
News is brought to the Corps that 
tittJc Jimmy Johnson is born, Tfiere 
is a girl thirteen years' of age in 
this Corps, and the Captain or the 
Scrgcant-Major. or the person ap- 
pointed for that purposes, goes to 
t lie .home and asks whether the baby 
Can he placed on The Army's Cradle 
Roll, If so. the mother is informed 
that tins little girl. Jane Mary JoncS. 
will, from this time forward, until 
further notice, he put in charge of 
that baby — that is one of the outside 
functions of your Life-Saving 
Guards, This girl, wc will say, is a

We have 
had jteven of ihem at our house, and 
when they were employed by the Of- 
ficers they were red-hot for the 
meetings.

It 
makes a great difference lo litem. I 
have seen it iu my own family, aud 
I have seen it elsewhere.

important as those introduced by tbe 
Napoleonic wars. 

For instance, it has already been 
announced tbat both French and 
Gentian scientists h?.y? devised a 
new synthetic method of producing 
protein.' We have yet to learn ex- 
actly what has been achieved here, 
but it is, said that by a combination 
of yeast, sugar, and nitrogen from 
the air, the scientific chemist has 
secured that most important of all 
the elements that enter into the 
world's dlct^protein. Examples of 
protein arc the whites of eggs, 'the 
muscles of meats, the casein of milk, 
the gluten of flour, and the nitro- 
genous fats. 

Then most agricultural experts 
are agreed that as a result of the war 
will come the utilization of other 
plant products than those now enter- 
ing into direct use as human food. 
There are approximately half a mil- 
lion species of plants in the world, 
and yet only a few thousand of them 
are used at all for food, while only a 
few hundred of these are used-to any 
important, extent Some of the 
plants which we now grow are ex- 
pensive food-producers, some pro-* 
ducc food that is difficult to digest, 
and some give a small yield per acre. 

Tbe fact is, wc are constantly de- 
veloping new foods. It is only a 
little more than half a century ago 
that the tomato was regarded as a 
curiosity. Now it is looked' upon as 
an important article of food. I. is 
less than a CeAtury ago that the 
Lima lean came to us from South 
America, and the potato. was un- 
known to civilization before ihc 
white . man went "to Peru and 
Colombia. 

. What the modern agricultural ex- 
pert aims to do is- not so much to 
increase the possible acreage under 
cultivation as to increase the vicld 
per aeTe and improve the crops. The 
British farmers obtain a higher yield 
of wheat a'ffd other cereals per acre 
than. do tbe farmers of Canada or 
Australia. Russia, for instance, is 
.the greatest grain-exporting country 
in the World, arid with her 288 mil- 
lionVacres of excellent wheat lands 
she' could produce all the wheat the 
world needs. Yet her. return is only- 
ten bushels per acre .compared with 
thirty to; as high as forty-five -bush- 
els by the farmers of. this country. 

It is the same with fruits and vege- 
tables. Net only is the, yield being 
increased, but the products improv- 
ed. . It is a far cry from the little old 
knotted and. gnarled apples of a few 
centuries' ago to " the magnificent 
varieties- of to-day; and it is also a 
far cry from the unimproved, small, 
bard peach of the olden days to the 
big, luBcioae peach of the present; 
and in a like manner also have tbe

This increased yield per acre and 
improved products hive been the 
result of the application of science to 
farming. Thanks, to. the introduc- 
tion of fertilizers, man can not only 
reap crop after crop" "from the same 
plot year after jear ( -bnt actually' i«i 
crease the fertility of. that soil. 

The three indispensable articles in 
the menu of the plant are nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and potash; and these 
the fertiliser can now supply. : Then 
synthetic chemistry is delving deep- 
er into the mysteries of -Nature's la- 
boratories in the roots and stalks of 
the plant world, and is gradually 
coming to the point where it can 
take the raw materials that the plant 
itself takes from the soil, and make 
foods in factories perhaps as well as 
Nature makes them on the farm. 

That something practical will fol- 
low, and animpetus be given to food 
production in thfo eountry, as a re- 
sult of tbe war, is almost certain. 
Although from .the commencement 
of the war we have had the com- 
mand of the seas, our foods have 
steadily risen in price. The increased 
cost is due principally to the heavy 
freights that now prevail, brought 
about by the scarcity of ships. Nat- 
urally, hundreds of vessels ordinarily 
used for bringing food and other 
commodities to these shores have 
been commandeered for war pur- 
pose);, while ships representing about 
three million tons carrying capacity 
have been sunk since the war began. 
It is the loss of these ships, by com- 
mandeering and sinking, that is 
mainly responsible for the high 
prices of foods now prevailing. 

There is no- doubt that one result 
of the war will be that we shall look 
more and more to our colonics in 
the future for the food we need. 
Hitherto we have been inclined to 
draw In a most haphazard fashion 
upon the whole world. Canada and 
Australia could supply us with all 
the wheat and cereals we require, 
and also with the chilled beef and 
frown mutton we need. Fruits by 
the thousands of tons, too, can be 
had from them, as well as dairy pro- 
duce, while from Newfoundland and 
British Columbia all toe tinned fish 
we need is easily forthcoming. The 
finest preserved pineapples that 
reach us to-day eome from Singa- 
pore, while Ceylon &nd India can 
Etipply us with all the tea we want. 
If wc could even produce sufficient 
food, it would be temperate pro- 
ducts, whereas wc find it necessary 
to satisfy our appetites with foods 
obtainable from tropical and semi- 
tropical countries, 

The great lesson of the war, so far 
as Britain's food supply is cot ccrncd, 
is that we have, as a nation,- been 
living too haphazard, from hand to 
mouth, without taking into consider- 
ation what would happen should the 
misfortune over occur of our losing, 
if only for a time, the command of 
the seas. 

It would have been a rude shock 
to many had they been told, when 
war broke out, that our granaries 
and great meat warehouses were al- 
most empty. Wc could have been 
starved into submission in a few 
■ weeks had we not from the first the 
command of -(he seas. 

Then aTe wc justified, titanic as is 
the present struggle, in looking upon 
it, as I fear many do, as forecasting 
the end of wars between civilized 
powers? We hope it may be so, but 
we cannot he certain. Who knows 
but what some day a combination of 
Strong powers might not rise against 
us, and by submarine warfare and 
aerial attack — which might conceiv- 
ably be developed to a very high 
pitch of advancement— find them- 
selves able to prevent food ships be- 
ing convoyed *0 these shorts?

Something should certainly be done, 
not only to improve and increase, 
our present food production, hut also 
to see that, should a great emergency 
arise, we are at least independent for, 
a considerable period of foreign sup* 
plies.

DOCTORING TREES 

IT has been discovered that by 
means of a process of bridge- 
grafting, trees that have been com- 
pletely girdled by mice or otheT ani- 
mals can be kept alive and In good 
condition. 

Diseased parts of tree trunks may 
be cut away and the wounds bridged 
over by a number of twigs grafted in 
above and below, and when the roots 
of one side are entirely gone, sap 
can be led to that side of the tmnk 
from tbe healthy roots on the other 
jsidc. 

WHY COINS WEAR AWAY 

NOT abrasion alone, it appears « 
the cause of the large loss of 
metal from coins in circulation.

There timst have been a few then- 
sand flics in the kitchen, but as most 
of them were asleep they did not 
bother us much. 

Arriving at our billet we found

I am getting an old dugout fijeed 
up and if .we arc herc.for.a few days- 
will use it to, supply* tea and biscbiu 
to the men. If we are fixed up per- 
manently I wilt try and get a mar- 
quee and fix Up a good place for'thfc 
men. We arrived here just before; 
lunch, and had only been here for 
about an hour when Fritz began to- 
send over some high explosives l 
about a half a mile -from us in !the- 
vallcy. They dropped near sqme 
horse lines, and it did not take long" 
for thcui to get the horses out of tbe- 

Our artillery is busy this after- 
noon retaliating- for the morning's- 
bombardment. They have also been. 
sending oveT smoke bombs to get 
the range for their guns, but as thcie- 
have fallen considerably short of our 
camp, we feel quite secure. How— 
cvct, we have lo take our ehances- 
thc Same as the rest. 

Just before leaving the Salicnc L~ 
met our Australian Chaplain, Cap- 
tain SlcKcnzic, in Yprcs. In com- 
pany with another officer I had jusc 
returned from visiting a cemetery j 
about two miles beyond there and. | 
met him on the way back. He ia- 
looking wcit and has bad a-wonder- 
ful experience, and is well liked: by 
the men and officers. 

Wc had rather a close shave on'i . 
that trip. On our way back, as we- 
were crossing the fields, just before- I 
wc reached Yprcs, a large shell came- 
whistling iu, and landed' within a. 
few yards of us. Wc- threw- our— 
selves on the ground and waited for- 
the worst, but fortunately for us tr 
proved to be a "dud" and failed to-- 
explode. Wc went on our way witfe. 
thankful hearts for our escape.
